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Grandpa's dad, Ferdinand, died In 1892 and Great Grandma Bradley 
married Hr. Hampton. Sarah Ann Brown Hampton was the mother of 
Claude, who was born In September of 1894 In Grayson County, 

Texas. By the 1900 census record, she was a widow again. Claude 
married Nettle and lived In Mexico. 

Great Grandma Hampton's death was June 20, 1942 In Parle, Texas.
